Two vears later, in Alliston, Ontario, — again the same 
simplicity, the moving sincerity. 

“I am an agrarian," said John Bracken, “and I am a 
Canadian . . . who seeks to correct the major social 
injustice of our day — the unfairly small share of the 
national income that goes to farmers and farm women 
and farm workers." Then, with a statesman's enlarge¬ 
ment of vision, he added, “When the injustice to the 
farmer is removed, the economy of Canada as a whole 
will be strengthened." 

No one could he less parochial in his outlook — more 
deeply concerned with national welfare than John 
Bracken, the farmer who embarked twenty years ago 
on a career so successful as to be without precedent in 
contemporary political history within the British Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations.
